propoled, that, ae all Europe can witnefs, it bas ra- 
ther proved the great Obftacle which bindered the 
Emperour from acceding to the faid Treaties, in- 
afmuch as the Separation of the Kingdoms of Na- 


ples and Sicily, fo long vfed to remain under the 


dame Dominion add to be called bythe: Name of 
both the Sicilies, has not‘only been found fire 


to the common Jnterefte and mutual Prefervation of 


both Kingdoms, but likewife to the Repofe of al! 


Italy, being conftantlyprodutive of new Conimo-— 


tions, while neither the antient Intercourle and mu- 
tual.
